GERMAN OFFICIAL REPORT

Bombs Dropped by British Airmen
at Ghent and Zebrugge Do

Little Damage.
L0ST TRENCHES ARE RETAKEN

BERLIN, Jan, @.—(By Wirelesa to Lon-
flon. }—The report on the progress of the
war given out by the German war office
this afternoon mentions several German
successes In France, none of which, how-
ever, Indicates any important develop-
ments. In the Argonne the Germans
captired M8 Frenchmen and four ma-
chine guns, and wsince January 51 they
have taken In mddition seven cannon amd
five machle guns.

Near Cernay, the Germans took a hill
and 1% priconers and fighting at Pont-
A-Mouason continues. French Infantry at-
tacks clsewhere werp repuleed. Referring

forcs of the enemy wers mads on Harl-
mann-Wellorkopf, but they falied to
achleve sucoess.

“Ia Northern Poland, near Prsasnyes,
an unimportant attack made by the Hus-
slans was repulsed. The Russians have
been driven out of Blinno and Golak
and the advanced Russian divisions have
been forced to retreat from Gorny, Qur
attacks on tho Sancha Bector are pro-
gressing. In the vicinity of the Rawka
river to the west of Ssencihy, a lively
cannonade is taking place.

“The battle of Croix de Carmos, near
Pont-A-Mousson (in France) continues.
North of Bennbelm (Cernay) in Alsace,
the French were driven back from a hill
and 13 prisoners were taken.'
